The French government has installed a radio snooping station in an 
abandoned fort near Paris, in the town of Bicetre. All-wave receiving 
sets have been placed here, the messages so picked up are relayed by 
phone cable to the Communications inistry in Paris where twenty train~ 
ed stenogs listen in and job down anything interesting. This system is 
intended as a checkup on foreign propaganda, secret (?) short wave’ com- 
munications of all sorts, and anjthing else that might be interesting 
pertaining to or about the French government. Certain important broad- 
caste will be recorded, in a svecial lab created by the government. 
Recent speeches, refering to tne Bthiovian-Italian situation were so 
recorded.
